Mr.  G.E.  Apps,  Superintendant  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  wants  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Craigdarroch  College  members  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  damage  is 
being  done,  either  maliciously  or  carelessly,  to  furniture  and  buildings. 

A  recent  raid  took  place  in  David  Thompson  Hall,  resulting  in  a  considerable 
amount  of  damage  being  done.     In  addition  to  the  cost  of  repairs  and  clean  up,  however, 
the  soiling  and  staining  of  carpets,  walls  and  fixtures  shortens  the  life  of  the 
articles  and  detracts  from  the  attractiveness  of  the  buildings. 

In  the  Commons  Block  there  has  been  some  damage  to  lamps  and  furniture,  and  in 
the  lower  lounges,  students  are  leaving  cups,  papers  and  remnants  of  lunches  cluttering 
up  the  place. 

There  is  only  so  much  money  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  janitorial  services.  To 
preserve  our  present  facilities  for  the  students  of  the  future,  as  well  as  to  ensure  our 
continued  enjoyment  of  them  in  the  present,  all  of  us  using  them  should  exercise 
reasonable  care  and  try  and  get  others  to  co-operate  in  looking  after  both  the 
residences  and  the  Commons  Block.
